American Cultivator, “8 pounds 8 ounce 
per gallon; skimmed milk, 8 pounds t 
ounces; cream, 8 pounds 4 ounces; but 
termilk, 8 pounds 8^ ounces, and wat­ 
er 8 pounds 5 ounces. 
Those who be 
lieve in testing milk by the lactometer, 
or arty specilie-gravity test, will ob 
serve that *‘l gallons of skimmed milk 
and I gallon of water will have th 
same hneedle gravity as a gallon of 
milk.” ‘ 


When it is decided to fatten a farrow 
cow, the sooner milking is discontinued 
tlie sooner will she Ire ready for the 
shambles, abd the better will lie tho 
quality of the beef. 
The best beef is 
that quickest made, and the formation 
of flesh and fat cannot go on rapidly 
when the nutriment of the food goes in­ 
to the milk-pail. 
In 
Northern Dakota, recently, 
a 
traction engine drew eight plows, turn­ 
ing a soil four inches thick as evenly 
and well as could be done by horse 
power, and at a rate of over twenty-five 
acres a day.

Small Farms Profitable* 


From the Grange County Fanner. 
The owner of fifty acres of good 
ground who thoroughly understands his 
bnisness is better situated than his 
neighbor who owns two hundred acres 
and farms according to the old theories. 
The small farmer has less investment, 
pays less taxes, and cultivates more 
carefully than the large farmer. 
I d 
F iance and Germany the farms are 
creneraliy very small, often not a fourth 
of the size of average American farms, 
but they are worked so carefully that 
while steadily increasing in fertility they 
still produce a great deal more jier acre 
, than our own. 
The owner of many 
acres is apt to neglect the poorer por­ 
tion* of ground, and, thus manuring, 
rotating and cultivating are reduced to 
a system that produces the best possibler 
I results. 
An example of German gardening 
will illustrate the point. 
Within three 
miles of Port Jervis lives a German 
, family consisting of six or s?ven per­ 
sons. 
For years they have lived on a 
strip of sandy land less than two acres 
j in size, a part of which is covered by the 
I dwelling, a barn and outhouses. 
The 
woman of the family, an able-bodied 
and intelligent person, who had learn­

mon wood concern, with a sliding floor.

The lions eat nothing but meat, 
and it takes considerable to satisfy 
them. Something over a dollar’s worth 
of meat is consumed by each of them 
every day. 
It is the very best, but of 
inferior cuts. 
Tho monkeys are fed 
principally on stale bread. 
We give 
them a loaf at a time. 
It is the best 
in the 
market. 
Y’ou could not get 
them to eat any that w’as not good. 
If 
it is sour they w ill turn up their noses 
at it. 
Tile sea lien is very expensive to 
keep. 
He eats twenty pounds of fish 
every day. 
Tile next most expensive 
animals to feed are the elephants. Each 
one eats as much hay as would be con­ 
sumed by twenty head of cattle.” 
“It costs a great deal of money to 
winter a circus,” said John O’Brien. 
“I doesn’t take long for an animal to 
eat bis head off. 
We sell ail our horses 
except those w e use in the ring and 
Avhatever animals are easily replaced in 
the spring. 
I have just sold $10,000 
worth of animals to a showman from t ic 
City of Mexico.
